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BUS services within 
Dorchester and to and 
from neighbouring towns 
and villages are likely to 
be slashed in the New 
Year. 

Dorset County Council 
is threatening to with¬ 
draw subsidy from 
poorly used routes in a 
bid to save a further 
£850,000 from its public 
transport budget. 

One consequence could 
be the county town left 
with almost no Sunday 
services and the loss of

Officials at County Hall 
said the targeted routes 
are those with low pas¬ 
senger numbers. It fol¬ 
lows a review of the 
number of people using 
each service: Some were 
found to be as low as five 
passengers per trip. On 
one route, from Dorch¬ 
ester to Bovington and 
Wareham the cost to 
council taxpayers per 
passenger worked out at 
£6.42 each. 

County council leader 
Spencer Flower said 


Dorset gives more than 
£2million a year to sub¬ 
sidise bus routes - more 
than many other coun¬ 
cils. He said the majority 
of other councils with¬ 
drew subsidies from 
services in 2010-11 when 
the Government cut back 
the money it gives to 
support bus routes. 

“We have settled on a 
probable model for the 
use of bus subsidy that 
offers value for money 
for the local taxpayer, 
meets our budget savings 
requirement and contin¬ 


ues to offer bus routes 
that have reasonable pas¬ 
senger numbers,” he 
said. 

“The top priorities for 
service users were found 
to be the provision of bus 
services during the day¬ 
time on Mondays to Fri¬ 
days to enable access to 
health, shopping and 
leisure opportunities.” 

For Dorchester the cri¬ 
teria means that the Sat¬ 
urday town service on 
routes one and two, run 
by Damory, could stop as 
could the number six 
from Dorchester town 
centre to Poundbury via

BORN in Basingstoke, Stuart McKenzie has lived 
in the Bridport area since he was nine-years-old. 
As a youngster he joined the Bridport Bandits 
Motor Project, going on to become club treas¬ 
urer, a post he holds to this day. The 31 -year-old 
works as a sales executive for Lanehouse Group, 
specialising in Vauxhall and Suzuki sales. He is 
married with two daughters. 


■ HOW did you get involved with Bridport 
Bandits? 

When I was at Colfox school (aged 13) a flyer from 
the youth centre with Bandits details on it came round, 
so me and a friend decided to go down there and never 
looked back. 

■ WHAT makes the group so special? 

The project is very unique in that all the volunteers in¬ 
volved, including myself are exactly that - unpaid vol¬ 
unteers who do it for the love of the project and 
community. It gives the youngsters a chance to learn 
mechanical skills from an age of 11 and get a chance 
to race what they build from the age of 12, which is 
very appealing to be able to drive a car at that age! We 
have about six volunteers and approximately 12 to 15 
members. 

■ WHAT is Autograss Racing? 

Autograss is a non-contact motorsport that takes place 
on an oval (approximately 400 metre) track using a 
natural soil surface. Due to the close nature of the rac¬ 
ing, thrills and spills are never far away. There are sev¬ 
eral differing classes of car, from near standard Minis 
or small hatchbacks through to spaceframed single 
seaters with monster V8 or twin motorbike power. 

■ How safe is it? 

It’s very safe indeed, the cars are built to a very strict 
rule book and have to have full roll cages fitted, along 
with a purpose built seat, full race harness as well as 
all competitors having to wear fireproof overalls and 
approved crash helmet. All cars then have to pass 
scrutiny checks at the beginning of each meeting. 

■ WHERE do you get the parts / 
cars to rebuild into racing machines? 

For bandits we are very lucky with the general public 
donating vehicles, failing that we source them through 



the trade as MOT failures. Sometimes we source bits 
through eBay for those rarer parts. 
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■ WHAT is it about cars and 
motorsports that fascinates you? 

It’s very rewarding being able to understand the work¬ 
ings of a car, knowing what to look out for, as well as 
enjoying the drive. As far as motorsport is concerned, 
I have a highly competitive nature and the adrenaline 
rush you get participating is awesome, as well as being 
able to push a car to its absolute limits in a safe envi¬ 
ronment. 

■ FAVOURITE car you've ever owned? 

It’s got to be my first road car, which was a classic 
Mini in red, I bought it at the age of the 15 and slowly 
built the car to a standard for the road, customizing it 
along the way. I used the car for a few years as well as 
competing in the London to Brighton Mini run, along 
with 2001 other min is, which was a great experience. 

■ WHICH form of motorsport 
do you love the most? 

It has to be Formula One, I know some people per¬ 
ceive it as boring but the huge advancements in tech¬ 
nology fascinates me and does filter down to the cars 
we drive today. I enjoy the tactics, and driving skills 
involved. 

■ FAVOURITE film about cars or motorsport? 

The Italian Job (1969) is an all time classic, Michael 
Caine is brilliant in this film and with the Mini con¬ 
nection, and it’s a film I have a major soft spot for. 
Much to my wife’s annoyance I could probably recite 
almost the whole script of this film, as I have watched 
it quite a few times. 

■ FAVOURITE route you've ever driven? 

On the public highway, I can’t think of any which 
stand out, other than the Autobahns in Germany. How¬ 
ever racing round Thruxton race circuit which is an 
amazing route/track in a single seater formula Renault 
with its fast sweeping comers on a circuit is great fun.

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Police recruit public in bid to cut speeding 


YOUR neighbours could soon be reporting you to the 
police for speeding. 

Dorset Police has started what it describes as a new 
form of neighbourhood watch where citizens armed 
with speed guns clock speeding drivers on local roads. 

Community Speed Watch schemes can be set up in 
villages, towns or urban areas to discourage drivers 
and motorcyclists from driving too fast. They can also 
note drivers using a mobile phone or not wearing seat 
belts. 

The volunteers will have no powers to pull drivers 
over but will be able to report car registrations and the 
speed the vehicle was travelling at to police officers. 
The police then send warning letters to these mo¬ 
torists. 

Similar schemes in Wiltshire have led to Speed 
Watch volunteers being threatened and verbally 
abused. 

Dorset already has 12 of the groups and now the fi¬ 
nancially hard-pressed forces want to recruit more. 

A force spokesperson said that the Dorset Police

Safer Neighbourhood Team (SNT) liaison officers can 
assist groups in setting up by providing practical ad¬ 
vice and support. 

Acting Assistant Chief Constable Martin Hiles said: 
“Through our neighbourhood Partners and Commu¬ 
nities Together (PACT) panels we have seen a real ap¬ 
petite from communities to get involved in road safety 
in their areas. Community Speed Watch is a great op¬ 
portunity to harness this support and turn it into posi¬ 
tive action. 

“Road safety remains a force priority and one of our 
aims, particularly through our hugely successful ‘no 
excuse’ campaign, has been to educate the public and 
change driver behaviour and Community Speed 
Watch very much supports that. 

“As well as drivers receiving a warning letter about 
their driving behaviour, the information provided to 
us by groups enables our traffic officers, safer neigh¬ 


bourhood teams and Dorset Road Safe to identify 
problem areas and repeat speeders against whom we 
will take further action if necessary. 

“It also supports the continued work of the Dorset 
Road Safe partnership by focusing on the ‘fatal four’ 
elements in road traffic collisions - speeding, driver 
distractions, not wearing a seat belt and drink driving. 

Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn Underhill, 
said that he too is delighted to see Community Speed 
Watch come to Dorset. 

“Speeding is a concern in most towns and villages 
and although regular checks are conducted in the 
county, this initiative empowers communities to work 
together with the police to make their neighbourhoods 
safer.” 

The Association of Dorset Watches is working to¬ 
gether with Dorset Police to manage the provision of 
kits to groups. These kits include a speed measuring 
device, hi-visability jackets, signage to inform road 
users they are in a CSW area and a tally counter to 
record the number of vehicles passing through. 


Illegal parking putting driver's at risk near hospital 

DRIVERS who park on double yel¬ 
low lines outside Dorset County 
Hospital are putting other road 
users at risk. 

That's the message from town 
councillor and local taxi driver Tim 
Harries. 

He told a town council meeting on 
Monday that there had been a near 
head-on collision with a bus last 
week because someone had parked 
their car on double yellow lines al¬ 
most on the junction of the hospital 
entrance in Williams Avenue. 

"People are continuing to park 
very stupidly there, sooner or later 
there will be a serious accident," he 
said. 

Mr Harries says he would like the 
police to visit the road more fre¬ 
quently, especially on market day 
(Wednesday) when the problems 
are worse. 

The dangers of illegal parking in 
the road were highlighted in View 
from Dorchester in February when 
similar claims were made about the

the county hospital. 

Out of town routes likely to go include the weekend 
service to Blandford and Salisbury; the Saturday serv¬ 
ice to Blandford and Bere regis; Saturday services to¬ 
wards Yeovil; the Saturday 101 service to Crossways; 
the 103 weekday service to Bovington and Wareham; 
the Saturday 104 services to Wool, Wareham and Bov¬ 
ington. 

Also at risk are the Saturday service on the 311 be¬ 
tween Blandford and Dorchester and the 387 First 
service between Dorchester and Lytchett Matravers. 
The Sydling taxi which only runs on a Wednesday be¬ 
tween the village and Dorchester might also be lost. 

The county council said a final decision on the routes 
will be made at its October cabinet meeting. 

But Dorchester town councillor Molly Rennie claims 
the decision has already been taken: “They have got 
to give notice to the bus company. It looks like the 
Sunday services will just go.” 

Fellow town councillor Robin Potter told a meeting 


on Monday evening: “W hil e we recognise that Dorset 
County Council has funding problems it is important 
that people can get to and from Dorchester on public 
transport, even on a Saturday and Sunday...it is im¬ 
portant that where routes go other arrangements are 
made.” 


County Hall officials have said that officers will look 
at other alternatives such as schemes for community 
minibuses and cars and shared taxis services with the 
possibility of switching some subsidy to these 
schemes. 
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Rat run doesn't meet 
criteria for 20mph limit 

RESIDENTS in Dorchester's Wollaston Road are 
calling for a 20mph speed limit after a child was 
knocked down. 

But despite a survey residents are being told that 
the road is unlikely to meet the criteria for the 
lower limit. 

Resident Richard Stokes told town councillors on 
Monday (5th):"Cars are going too fast down there. 
It is a narrow road with parking on one side. One 
child was hit last year and one child hit is one too 
many." 

But Cllr Trevor Jones, who also sits on the county 
council, said the traffic speed survey carried out 
failed to find any justification for the 20mph limit. 

"They haven't found a major problem so getting 
them to do anything will be a major battle," he 
said. 

Mr Stokes claimed the road was being used as'a 
rat run'to and from Fordington and said there 
were fears that the situation would get worse 
when the Charles Street development takes place. 

He also claimed that some drivers were failing to 
see the one-way signs and driving along the road 
in the wrong direction. 

"You would be surprised how many go the 
wrong way because they don't see the signs," he 
said. 

The town council's planning and environment 
committee will now get the survey findings from 
the county council and look at the issue at its next 
meeting later in the year. 

Cannabis seized during 
police drugs raid 

ARRESTS have been made on Dorchester's Victo¬ 
ria Park estate with cannabis seized during police 
raids on a number of addresses. 

The move comes after trouble earlier in the year 
in the Borough Gardens including teenagers 
smoking cannabis. 

A man in his 30s was arrested and bailed on sus¬ 
picion of possession and dealing drugs. 

Police say they will continue to tackle those trad¬ 
ing drugs and will be going into schools when 
they resume after the summer break to warn of 
the dangers or taking illegal substances.

New scheme launched to 
deal with alcohol offences 

A NEW scheme has been launched to deal with alco¬ 
hol-related offences in Dorset. 

The Alcohol Diversion Scheme will mean that of¬ 
fenders issued with a Penalty Notice for Disorder 
(PND) can attend a halfday educational course. Pro¬ 
vided the individual attends and completes the 
course the original PND will be cancelled. 

The course covers a number of subjects relating to 
alcohol, including health management, conse¬ 
quences and ways forward for individuals to address 
their problems. 

Courses will cost £40 and every recipient of an al¬ 
cohol-related PND can apply for the course. 

Examples of PND offences include drunk and dis¬ 
orderly, Public Order Act offences and low-level 
thefts and damage where alcohol is the contributing 
factor. 

The scheme is led by Dorset Police, in partnership 
with local authorities. Registered charity Druglink will 
deliver the courses at sites in Weymouth, Poole and 
Bournemouth. 

Acting Inspector Steve Lyne is leading the scheme 
for Dorset Police. He said: "This is a scheme which has 
been used in other parts of the country to great ef¬ 
fect. The principle behind it is to divert individuals 
away from trouble at an early stage. It is part of our 
continued commitment to reduce the number of al¬ 
cohol-related incidents in our town centres. 

"We have had great support from our partners, li¬ 
censed premises and the public so far and this pro¬ 
vides an opportunity to reduce reoffending and 
therefore further reduce alcohol-related crime and 
incidents." 
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DORCHESTER law firm IT developer 
David Poison is taking a “no pain, no 
gain” approach to help a prostate cancer 
charity. 

David invited colleagues at Dorset law 
firm Battens Solicitors to bid for the 
chance to strip him of all his leg hair in a 
supervised waxing session. 

David, 35, hopes the pain will be worth 
it and leave his legs more aerodynamic 
ahead of two fundraising bike rides both 
of 100 miles in aid of Prostate Cancer 
UK. 

The first is the Ride London 100, start¬ 
ing at the Olympic Park and taking in the 
Surrey Hills. The second is the Jurassic 
Classic, a circular tour along the Dorset 
coast from Exmouth. 

David, who has been doing training 
rides of up to 60 miles in preparation, be¬ 
lieves the London ride will take six-and- 
a-half hours and Dorset one about eight 
hours. 

He said he chose to help a prostate 



charity because of how common the con¬ 
dition is becoming. 

He added: “I have lost family members 
to other kinds of cancer but it looks like 
prostate is now the most common one for 
men in the UK.”

Yes to development plans

"It's wonderful that someone if prepared to bring 
back to life a Georgian house in the town centre. It 
could have been left to go to ruin," said Councillor 
Molly Rennie. 

Residents fight new home plans 

RESIDENTS at Little Maen, off Dorchester's Prince of 
Wales Road, have won partial backing from town 
councillors in their fight against a new home. 

They told councillors on Monday (5th) that their 
homes would be overlooked by the new develop¬ 
ment. 

One said residents in the new two floor, two bed¬ 
room house, would be able to see directly into his 
rooms and garden. Others said they too would suffer 
from a loss of privacy. 

The application, to one side of Little Maen, is to 
knock down an existing garage and outbuildings and 
build a new house which would be an annexe to the 
main building.

DORCHESTER’S “great fire”, which destroyed much 
of the town 400-years-ago, has been commemorated. 

Events in the Borough Gardens were followed on Sat¬ 
urday by a procession to Salisbury Field where Mayor 
Stella Jones lit the town’s beacon. 

Many of the procession were dressed in period cos¬ 
tume with the actor who played the puritanical preacher 
The Reverend John White, from a previous community 
play, re-enacting a sermon in which White blamed the 
poor behaviour of the town’s citizens as bringing the fire 
upon them as the wrath of God. 

The August 6th 1613 fire is believed to have begun in 
a candle-maker’s workshop before spreading through 
the town’s mainly wooden buildings, fanned by winds 
and coming after weeks of good weather. Because many 
of the then population were working on the harvest the 
response to the fire was slow, allowing it to spread 
quickly. In all around 170 properties were damaged or 
destroyed. 

It began at the spot occupied today by Connells estate 
agents and the Nationwide Building Society in High 
West Street. On Saturday Mayor Stella Jones unveiled 
a plaque at Connells to mark the fire. 

One person died, a cobbler’s wife, Cicely Bingham, 
who was killed trying to rescue shoes from their shop. 

The consequences of the fire changed Dorchester’s 
history - with the town becoming one of the most reli¬ 
gious in the South West and Dorchester becoming a 
stronghold of the Parliamentary forces in the Civil War 
later in the century. 

Another consequence was a rise in emigration from the 
area and many people from Dorchester were among the 
early settlers in North America. Included was the The 
Reverend White who sailed in 1630 and was instrumen¬ 
tal in setting up Dorchester, Massachusetts.

RUNNING for 24hours is likely to be 
considered torture for most mortals - 
but carrying out the challenge barefoot 
would be a step too far. 

Yet local vet Rik Vanhoutteghem is 
going just that at the end of the month. 

His painful challenge will raise funds 
for the Durnovaria Community Hall at 
Fordington which is being bought by a 
group organised by the Durnovaria Sil¬ 
ver Band. 

Rik, who plays comet with the band, 
will complete his run (all being well) 
with a lap of the Borough Gardens at 
3pm on Sunday, September 1st to the 
strains of the Durnovaria Silver Band 
playing Chariots of Fire. 

Most of the run will be carried out on 
grass at the Thomas Hardye School 
where Rik has been putting in the miles 
over recent weeks to get his body, and 
in particular his feet, used to the un¬ 
usual challenge. 

He is no stranger to distance mns, or 
painful feet, having previously com¬ 
pleted a marathon in plimsolls. 


“I am a bit worried about it. I just 
don’t know what I will be feeling like 
after all that time on my feet - but I’m 
determined to do it,” said Rik. 

“I can’t say my feet hurt, and they are 
tougher now through my practise mns 
than they were, although I am aware of 
certain surfaces more than others.” 

Since announcing his challenge he has 
discovered other barefoot runners in 
neighbouring counties although, so far, 
none in Dorset. 

But he is hoping that local runners 
will accompany him for at least part of 
the 24-hours.

Book explore history 
of black GIs in Dorset 

Local writer, Louisa Adjoa Parker, has produced a 
new book which explores stories of African American 
soldiers in Dorset during Second World War. 

Most of the GIs came to the county to train for D- 
Day and were based across Dorset. 

The book, entitled “1944 We Were Here: African 
American GIs in Dorset” is part of a project run by 
Development Education in Dorset (DEED) in partner¬ 
ship with Walford Mill Crafts and the Priest House 
museum. It was funded by the Heritage Lottery Fund 
and JP Morgan. 

The aim of the project was to gather stories about 
the black servicemen’s time in Dorset to share with 
the community. It was also to celebrate their presence 
here, as well as their contribution to World War II, 
which has historically been largely ignored. 

Louisa Adjoa Parker, who is of British and Ghanaian 
heritage, carried out the research into the subject fol¬ 
lowing on from previous publications, “Dorset’s Hid¬ 
den Histories” and “All Different, All Dorset”. 

Louisa said: “This local history has not been ex¬ 
plored in great detail until recently, and is arguably an 
important part of Dorset’s heritage. It is highly likely 
that this is the only time in history that Dorset has had 
a large African Caribbean population. When other 
people from this ethnic background were here, includ¬ 
ing today, there would have been much smaller num¬ 
bers. It is estimated that there were around 8,000 black 
GIs here in this period. 

“It was important to gather the stories now, as the 
GIs’ children and the local people who remembered 
the GIs are getting older. The African Americans’ 
presence here left behind a lasting legacy - cultural in¬ 
fluences; memories and stories that have been passed 
down in families and become part of local folklore; 
and a number of their children as a result of relation¬ 
ships with local women.” 

The book is a collection of stories about the young 
men, as told through the eyes of the local people who 
remember them, and the GIs’ descendants. There are 
first and second-hand accounts of local people, who 
were children at the time, seeing and spending time 
with the African American men.

True, the new offices stand in Charles Street And 
WDDC have sold Stratton House for just 43 per cent 
of the pre-election promised figure...by definition their 
original promise was hugely inflated, highly mislead¬ 
ing. 

Such massive misjudgments, including the extra un¬ 
budgeted £1.6million for moving a church off Charles 
St North car-park, and the blotting-out of around 
400,000 x 1-hour parking slots p.a. by placing council 
offices on Charles St South car-park, are serious.. .but 
are nothing compared with the fundamental breakdown 
of trust between council and electorate. The council’s 
leaders never ensured councilors, retailers and public 
received, appreciated and could discuss the full facts 
before the fateful decision was taken.

Changes to legislation could put wildlife at risk 


CHANGES to European legislation could put Dorset’s 
wildlife and landscape at risk - according to the county’s 
Wildlife Trust. 

The trust believes that changes to the Common Agri¬ 
cultural Policy could weaken schemes which encourage 
farmers to set aside and protect land for wildlife and 
plants. 

Debbie Watkins, manager of the West Dorset Living 
Landscape team at Dorset Wildlife Trust, claims that 
CAP reform could unravel 20 years of wildlife-enriching 
work undertaken by farmers and landowners and may 
have a negative impact on the wildlife that thrives in 
“corridors” of agriculturally managed ecosystems. 

“Dorset Wildlife Trust is trying to influence new agri- 
environemntal, greening, and rural development plans in 
a bid to secure the best deal for biodiversity and the en¬ 
vironment from very constrained resources. 

“There’s still a lot more negotiation to come and we 
will continue to engage at this level for a while longer, 
for the benefit of Dorset wildlife.” 

She says that measures that once stood to benefit Euro¬ 
pean wildlife could be diluted in a series of possible ex¬ 
emptions following talks between the EU commission, 
MEPs and agricultural ministers. 

The trust says that Dorset is a county rich in Areas of

Outstanding Natural Beauty (40 per cent of the county is 
an AONB) with 85 per cent of this land under active agri¬ 
cultural management. Under the latest outcomes of the 
Common Agricultural Policy (CAP) reform, Dorset’s 
idyllic countryside, with its vast tracts of hedgerows, wild 
meadows and grasslands vital to the prosperity of local, 
national and internationally important flora and fauna, 
could be at risk. 

The principle that 30 per cent of direct payments on the 
CAP should be focused on the environment has been es¬ 
tablished, but is being undermined by compromises. The 
trust says that, for example, the area farmers are now re¬ 
quired to identify for nature (Ecological Focus Areas or 
EFAs) will fall from seven per cent to five per cent - a 
measure only applicable to a percentage of arable farms 
over 15 hectares. 

EFAs are often placed in arable field margins, these 
hotspots for biodiversity are prevalent large areas of the 
county, such as the limestone soils of the Purbecks, and 
act as a much needed sanctuary for some of the 1,064 


farmland species identified in the State of Nature Report 
of which 60 per cent have decreased and 34 per cent have 
decreased strongly. 

The trust says that alongside field margins, hedgerows 
might soon be credited as EFAs by farmers looking to 
qualify for CAP ‘greening’ payments. 

With a reduction in the percentage of land needed to 
qualify for this greening payment, hedges, which act as 
vital wildlife corridors, are under threat from continuing 
their function as a means of protecting and dispersing di¬ 
verse species in an otherwise fractured landscape. 

Paul Wilkinson, Head of Living Landscape for The 
Wildlife Trusts, said: “Because of the flexibility that will 
be afforded to Member States in the way they deliver 
greening measures, there is still an opportunity for the 
UK to adopt an approach that is more robust than the ex¬ 
tremely disappointing basic measures agreed. 

“We recognise Secretary of State Owen Paterson’s 
stated commitment to improve the natural environment 
and call on hima to ensure that the value for nature of 
Ecological Focus Areas and the other greening measures 
is maximised and to commit to supporting strategic plan¬ 
ning of these areas across the farmed landscape. We need 
to see these areas linked in a coherent way to well-funded 
new agri-environment schemes.”

D ORSET Independ¬ 
ent Photographers 
are combining the 
best in traditional dark¬ 
room skills with the latest 
in digital technology for 
their annual exhibition 
which opens in Dorch¬ 
ester’s Borough Gardens 
House for a week from 
August 19th. 


This year’s show in¬ 
cludes images from as far 
afield as Iceland and as 
close to home as a Dorset 
kitchen table, taken on 
everything from a plate 
camera to a smart phone. 


The show, sponsored by 
Nantes Solicitors, features 
a range of work in differ¬ 
ing styles. Among them 
will be original prints by 
Robin Mills, an Associate 
of the Royal Photographic 
Society. He now uses digi¬ 
tal technology to make his 
pictures, but his back¬ 
ground is rooted firmly in 
the traditional darkroom. 

He joins seven other 
photographers who tackle 
subjects ranging from 
landscape and abstract to 
still life and documentary 
in both colour and mono¬ 
chrome. The group has 
been staging exhibitions 
and meeting informally to 
discuss work since the 
1980s. 

Dorchester-based Tim 
Edwards is a founder 
member of the group. For 
more than 25 years Tim 
used his keen eye for detail 
and passion for fine black 
and white prints to pro¬ 
duce images from large 
format cameras. When

"More than 20 per cent of arrests came after colli¬ 
sions which shows how dangerous drink driving is. 

"There is no safe limit, so anytime that you are 
going out for a drink you need to plan how to get 
home without driving yourself. 

"I'd like to thank the public for their support and 
would continue to urge people to call police if they 
suspect someone is drink driving."

BRIDPORT picked up their game after the disappointment 
of Saturday's performance against Chard Town, but found 
Dorchester Town's fitness and finesse too much for them, 
particularly in the last 30 minutes of this pre-season 
friendly. 

There were some good performances particularly from 
Darren Watts, who is beginning to show his class after two 
seasons away. 

The return of Danny Green is a real bonus for Dorchester 
after such a long lay-off, and despite his age Nick Critten¬ 
den showed what an asset he is to the Magpies. 

Dorchester, who have looked sharp in pre-season to date, 
showed their intent right from the kick-off and inside the 
first minute Sam Filkins made a great save, beating away 
Crittenden's shot from the angle of the area as he burst 
through. 

Ben Watson then had a legitimate claim for a penalty 
after his shot on the turn appeared to strike a Bridport de¬ 
fender on both hands, but referee Glen Barter ignored the 
striker's plea.

Weymouth had the better of the first half 
and deservedly led at the break, but after a 
frantic ten minutes at the start of the re¬ 
sumption that saw three players shown yel¬ 
low cards, Dorchester finally found their 
form and dominated the second half. 

Weymouth almost took the lead on four 
minutes when skipper Scott Walker, who 
had another good game down the left 
flank, played a gorgeous ball into the home 
area which was met by the inrushing Ben 
Joyce at the far post, but he steered his 
sidefooted volley just wide of the upright.

In the last 
20 minutes our superior fitness showed and we 
should have won the game, no two ways about 
it, but people didn’t take responsibility and pull 
the trigger in front of goal.” 

Although Simkin was complimentary of 
Steve Walker who has stepped up to take the 
place of his older brother Nathan in the centre 
of the Magpies’ defence, and his partner Char¬ 
lie Clough, it was Ward who drew most praise. 

“Steve Walker never lost a header and he 


does what he is good at, and that’s what I want, 
whilst Charlie Clough was imperious again and 
looked a class above at times, but Elliot Ward’s 
contribution was game changing.” 

Ward who signed last week gave a majestic 
performance when he came on after 65 minutes 
tormenting the Terras defence with his close 
skills, and looks likely to play a big part in 
Simkins’ plans for the season. 

Having had to release him early last season, 
Simkin was happy to give him another chance 
after the midfielder rang him on condition he 
was willing to work a lot harder for off the ball 
which was Simkins’ only criticism of him first 
time around. 

“He promised me he would shut down and 
work off the ball and he has kept his promise. 
Now you notice him shutting down the keeper, 
going after the full-back and doing this and 
that. 

“Elliot has signed for the club and turned 
down several, what you could call, lucrative of¬ 
fers in non-league football to come here and 
play for very little, and I’m delighted.”
